Summary of reasons for decision: 

The video file that is deemed objectionable under s 3(2)(f) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). It is a graphic and detailed depiction of degrading and 
dehumanising gender violence against a defenceless woman. Whilst the exact purpose of the video is 
unknown, its effect is to affirm and validate the actions of the perpetrators. In this context, the 
publication, at the very least, tends to promote and support acts of extreme violence and extreme 
cruelty. The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes 
with the right to freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's 
intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the FVPC Act are deemed to be objectionable.
